(1) Cancellation of claim 14 would result in new issues under 112 2nd paragraph for claims 15-16, as these claims depend from a 
cancelled claim. 

(2) Applicant has not sufficiently demonstrated support for the claimed invention regarding the issue present under 1 12 1 st paragraph. 
Applicant has not provided a certified translation copy of the foreign priority document, clearly demonstrating support for the current 
limitation of claim 13. The Examiner maintains that, although this may have been an inadvertant typographical error or misinterpretation 
the parent application claims, there is no clear support for the instantly-claimed invention of claim 13, as stated on the record. 

(3) Applicant has not sufficiently differentiated the claimed invention from that of the prior art of record, at this point in prosecution. 
Furthermore, it is noted that the incorporation of air/oxygen (i.e. a gas phase component) into the coating would have been an inherent 
consequence of the prior art methods, thus also reading upon the claimed invention. 
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
